SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The magazine entitled Celebrity Skin #44 contains sexually explicit material with a 
preponderance of solo nudity and sexual activity that includes female to male, and 
female to female sex. There are close-up depictions of bare breasts, buttocks, and 
female and male genitalia. In combination with these images, there is information, 
descriptive text in the advertisements for sex magazines, videotapes of a sexual 
nature and telephone sex. 

The magazine presents grainy and detailed photographs of prominent women in the 
film/video industry often in various stages of undress. Some of the pictures have been 
taken from film or video footage. The supporting text provides a brief history of the 
scenes in which the actresses have revealed their breasts or performed naked. 
Sexually descriptive and explicit text is depicted in the personal columns, sex 
advertisements, and telephone sex adverts within the magazine. In the phone sex 
advertisements there are two brief references to the use of urine in association with 
sexual conduct. The brevity of the text does not promote or support the act of 
urination during sexual activity but titillates the reader to phone the sex lines. 
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Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 applies to the classification of 
Celebrity Skin #44, and the availability of the publication may be subject only to such 
reasonable limits prescribed by law as can be demonstrably justified in a free and 
democratic society. The Classification Office has balanced the right to freedom of 
expression with the extent, degree and manner of depictions and descriptions of 
nudity and sexual activity in the publication. The Classification Office is of the opinion 
that a restriction to the magazine is the minimum limit consistent with the right to 
freedom of expression that will minimise likely injury to the public good. 

Accordingly the Classification Office classifies Celebrity Skin #44 as a restricted 
publication, namely:
